Two years ago, after fourteen years of service, I was supplanted as general manager of 
the waterworks chiefly on account of a differen xe between a majority of the board and myself 
in the matter of the purchase of a new $135,000 pump. I protested very vigorously against 
the purchase of this style of pump, holding that at best it was an experiment, that it would put 
the city to endless expense to maintain it, at t he same time forcing the city to depend upon a 


pump which could not do the work required of it. 


Finding that my entreaties to the board, n +t to force the city to this sacrifice were use- 
less, that I could not dissuade the board from this action, and that it was a question of ob- 
taining a pump that was purely an experiment, and which I felt sure would be inadequate to 
the needs of the city, I was reduced to the necessity of either taking for the city a ‘‘half loaf 
or none at all.’’ Ignoring precedent and world vide experience the board left me no other al- 
ternative than to agree to a temporary expedi ont, or to deprive the city of any relief at ail in 
a matter on which depended the health and co 2fort of thousands of Atlanta citizens.

By increasing the pressure on the pumps to 120 pounds it would increase the delivery of water 
about 30 per cent into the reservoir, and enable to possibly fill it in a few months, but as the guaran- 
tee on the pumps is only 110 pounds, we would run the risk of rupturing the 30-in. main delivery 
pipe or breaking the pumps. 

Last summer in the effort to keep the reserve‘ r full, I had the pressure increased to 120 pounds, 
which resulted in the breaking of the 30-in. main and cracking one of the pump cylinders, consequently 
f do not feel authorized in increasing the pressure again without instructions to that effect, which 
would relieve me of any responsibility for results. 

. While the increase in pressure to 120 pounds would not necessarily result in breaking pumps 
or mains, still the liability exists and if an accident of the kind should happen that would put the 
main or pumps out of service for any length of time, we would be in a worse condition than ever. 


While it WILL. become necessary to increase the pressure to give the city water, and run the risk

Crush and roll several handfuls of 
friable crackers. Put a layer in the 
bottom of a buttered pudding dish. 
this with a mixture of oyster liquor and 
milk, slightly warmed. Next, 
layer of oysters. Sprinkle with 
and pepper, and lay small bits of Cot- 
tolene upon them.

Aviator Lands on Top When 
Glider Dashed to 
Earth. 


Kill Devil Hill, N. C., October 
Orville Wright had a narrow escape 
from serious injury today when his 
glider turned over in the air and dash- 
ed to the ground. The machine was 
disabled, but noi so badly that it can- 
not be repaired again for flights to- 
morrow Wednesday. Today's acci- 
dent was the second the machine ha 
met with since the ninety experiments 
were begun. 

Wright had 
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made one short slifde in 
the machine and was essaying a sec- 
ond when the glider began to turn 
turtle slowly in a cross wind. The 
aviator scrambled nimbly over the ma- 
chine as it turned, with the result 
that he was on top of it when it. dived 
to earth, bottom side up, Wright's 
injuries consisted of a severe lacera- 
tion of his trousers and a slight shak- 
ing up.
